Seymour Bell, the British commer- 


cial arpiii in Chicago, the other after- 
noon attended a meeting of the Lon- 
don chamber of commerce for the pur- 
pose of adv ising its members how to 
Increase English trade in America. 
One of the tirst fiapstions was asked 
by II. L. Syuionds. managing director 
of Mordani & Co.. the largest manu- 
facturers of novelties in (Jivat P.ritain, 
who wished to know what the United 
States does with its old men. 


"This is the most crucial question 


fronting our manufacturers." hy said. 
"Everywhere we are loaded with em- 
ployees from fifty to sixty years of age 
who retard progress at every step. In 
my opinion, it would be cheaper to re- 
tire them on half pay and substitute 
youthful energies and Ideas." 


Mr. Symouds declared that Ameri- 


cans in similar cases did not employ 
men over forty-live years of age and 
that such men were frequently com 
pplled to take menial positions, 
lie 


said that be knew of an instance where 
a man who had been receiving $1.",()00 
a year was now glad to work for $1T> a 
week. 


Charles S. Prummond. director of the

THE RAILROADS.

The prison labor problem has always 


been and still remains a vexed aud 
perplexing question. It cannot with 
absolute certainty be solved In the 
same manner In every locality, 


In considering this question there are 


propositions wXjch are self evident 
and by common consent seem to be ac- 
cepted by all having experience with 
penal Institutions. 


The Grst is that the health of the 


convict, both mental and physical, and 
his moral welfare require that he 
should be kept employed for a certain 
portion ,of each day at some healthful 
work. 
This is also demanded by a 


proper regard for the prison discipline. 
vSiT *ne of any intelligence could be 
heard to suggest today that the con- 
vict should be maintained in idleness. 


First.— It is also conceded that so 


long as the convict is employed at any 
kind of labor his employment must be, 
to a greater or less extent, in direct 
competition with outside or free labor 
upon the theory that whatever the con- 
vict produces is produced to supply a 
demand and that this demand is di- 
miuishod to the extent of his produc- 
tion. 


Third.—Tbe almost unanimous con- 


cession is made by those familiar with 
this topic that a proper regard for eco- 
nomic conditions dictates that prison 
labor should be brought as little as 
possible in competition with outside 
or free labor. 


With these three propositions admit- 


ted, as the consensus of authorities up- 
on this subject, the remedy would seem 
to be in providing convicts with labor 
which will be as little as possible in 
competition with outside or free labor. 
This competition, so far as the state is 
concerned, could be avoided by the «:Ui- 
ployment of the convict in the manu 
facture of products which would not 
enter into competition with any estab- 
lished Industry. 


In casting about for such employ- 


ment it must uot be lost sight of that 
the prisons of the state of Illinois 
should be conducted for reformatory 
purposes aad not for gain. It would be 
humiliating in the extreme to think 
that the state of Illinois desired to prof- 
it by the labor of the criminal class 
without regard for any other considera- 
tion than the dollars and cents thereby 
derived. 


It must also be remembered that the 


convicts in tho penitentiary are usually 
mentally aud morally deficient and fre- 
quently physically disabled. The chief 
object of confinement in these in*titu- 
tlous should be at some early date to 
restore these offenders to society as in- 
dustrious, self supporting tuen and wo- 
men. It is not believed that this result 
cannot be obtained, or that plans look-

A Leaf Ont of the History of 


Great Northern Strike. 


.lames J. Hill is a big man in finan- 


cial circles and is considered by th»' 
public generally as almost Invulner- 
| able, but the New York Commercial 
gives an Interesting account of a dip- 
lomatic tilt between Mr. Hill and Eu- 
gene V. Debs at the time when-.the lat- 
ter was at the head of the then flourish- 
ing American Hallway union. 


There was a strike on the Great 


Northern railway, of. which Mr. Hill 
was president, and one labor union 
after another kept going out, thus ty- 
ing up trains, closing construction and 
repair shops, piling up freight at nu- 
merous points and almost paralyzing 
trade and general business all along 
the lines and in the tributary territory. 
The boards of trade in Minneapolis! 
and St. Paul appointed conference con> > 
inittees to work for a settlement, and 
these were clothed with power nearly 
approaching those of an arbitrator. 
They were to sit as a sort of court and 
hear both sides. Hill appeared for the 
railroad interests, and the strikers 
were represented by Eugene V. Debs, 
the then labor leader. The locomotive 
engineers on the Hill Hues were still at 
work, with every prospect of keeping 
out of the strike entirely, and this Ifelw- 
ed materially to strengthen Hill's 
hands and to give him the nerve with 
which he faced the situation. 


He was grave, stubborn, unyielding, 


after he had stated his case briefly but 
clearly and forcibly, and then he listen- 
ed with marked patience to all of Debs' 
arguments. 


"I guess," said the railway magnate, 


as he arose after Debs had sat down, 
"I guess, Mr. Debs, you have played 
your last card, haven't youV" 


"No," returned Debs quietly, "I think 


I can play another if necessary." 


"Do you mean," demanded 11111 rath- 


er fiercely, "that you can call out the 
engineers ?" 


"Yes, 1 can call them out in five min- 


utes, if I want to." 


"Humph!" muttered the magnate. "I 


doubt It. But suppose you can? Let 
me remind you that railroad companies 
have before now won out against strik- 
ers, even when their locomotive engi- 
neers have quit work." 


"I know what you mean," retorted 


Debs spiritedly now. "You refer to the 
Burlington. Let me tell you something, 
Mr. Hill—and you mark every word I 
say! 
The Burlington had a surplus of 


$8,000,000 with which to fight its strik- 
ers, engineers aud all, and they made 
it spend every dollar of that war 
fund before they surrendered. 
You 


haven't got any $8,000,000 surplus— 
haven't auy war fund at all. 
There's 


one difference, Mr. Hill. 
Now then, 


there is hardly an executive official ot 
the Burlington who remains in the com- 
pany's service today. 
Did you ever 


think of that, Brother Ilill? 
Now, it 


might transpire, if you still prolong 
this light aud thus waste your com- 
pany's resources aud destroy its busi- 
ness, that even you and your co-officials 
won't be in the company's service after 
the smoke of the battle clears away. 
Stockholders and bondholders have a 
way of firing out railroad officials who 
get into trouble with their men and 
throw away the company's money. I 
thank you, Mr. Hill; for suggesting the 


ing to its accomplishment are Utopian. 
So the state should not only furnish 
noucoiupetitive means of labor, so far 
as possible, to these convicts, but 
should at the same time train them 
mentally aud morally as well as manu- 
ally so thnt they may achieve mastery 
of some trade or occupation. 


At the prison labor conference held at 


the Auditorium annex in Chicago on 
the 12th day of October, among other 
possible solutions suggested were the 
following: 


"That such of the convicts, of these 


institutions as were able should be for 
"a reasonable number of hours each day 
employed in the manufacture of good 
road material, using therefor the most 
approved machinery and totally exclud- 
ing the idea of a convict laboring upon 
a rock pile with a hammer. This, it 
was urged, would suitably employ the 
convicts with a labor sufficiently hard 
to meet the requirements of prison dis- 
cipline. The road material thus pro- 
duced could be supplied la a suitable 
manner to the different localities of the 
state of Illinois without cost save that 
of transportation. The railroad compa- 
nies have given assurance that a very 
low rate would be made for such pur- 
pose." 


The objection to such labor being the 


only service performed by the convict 
is that it is neither reformatory in its 
character nor calculated to fit him for 
a useful life after his discharge from 
prison. 


To supply this reformatory deficien- 


cy it was proposed to devote a proper 
number of hours each day to mental 
and moral training and to Instruction 
Jn some useful craft or employment, 
training the convict until he becomes 
dextrous in the use of tools and ma- 
chinery. Labor organizations have no 
objection whatever to a man who has 
paid his debt to the state for crimes 
committed by him again returning to 
society aud becoming a useful member 
thereof.

Debs began reading the formal de- 
mands of Hill's men with great ini- 
pressiveness. 


The hearing was rather abruptly ad- 


journed, and within a week the strikers 
got about everything they had asked 
from Hill, and the strike was declared 
off.

world's fair company shall bear the 
union label. 


Fourth.—All privileges and conces- 


sions shall be let under provision that 
union labor shall be employed by the 
person receiving them. 


Fifth.—A board of arbitration, to be 


composed of three members of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor union and three 
members of'the world's fair company, 
shall be appointed to adjust any labor 
questions which may arise during thu 
construction of the world's fair. 


Mr. Francis is quoted as saying that 


he considered some of the requests of 
the labor men "rather exacting." 


The labor men are not making any 


threats. They hope to win their fight

The first message presented to con- 


gress by President Roosevelt on Dec. 
3 contained the following specific dec- 
larations on questions of special inter- 
est to wurkingmen: 


With the sole exception o£ the farm- 


ing interest, no'one matter is of such, 
vital moment to our whole people as 
the welfare of the •wageworUers. It 
the farmer and the wagcworker are 
well off, it is absolutely certain that all 
others will be well off too. It is there- 
fore a matter for hearty congratula- 
tion that on the whole wages are high- 
er today in the United States than ever 
before in our history and far higher 
than in any other country. The stand- 
ard of living is also higher than ever 
before. 
Every effort of legislator and 


administrator should be bent to secure 
the permanency of this condition of 
things and its improvement wherever 
possible. Not only must our labor be 
protected by the taritf, but it should 
also be protected so far }is it is possi- 
ble from the presence in this country 
of any laborers brought over by con- 
tract or of those who, coming1 freely, 
yet represent a. standard of living so 
depressed that they can undersell our 
men in the labor market and drag 
them to a lov, er level. 1 regard it as 
necessary, with this end in view, to re- 
cnacl immediately the law excluding 
Chinese laborers and to strengthen it 
vvhoriM'iT necessary in order to make 
its enforcement entirely effective. 


The national government should de- 


mand the highest quality of toivice 
from its omiiloiocs. and in return it 
should bt' si good employer. If possible- 
legislation should be passed in connec- 
tion with tin1 Interstate connuercp law ! 
\\hieli will render effective the efforts 
of different states to do away \\ith 
the competition of com let contract la- 
bor in the open labor market. So far as 
practicable under the conditions of gov- 
ernment work pro\ ision should be 
made to render the enforcement of the 
eight hour l.i\v easy and certain. In all 
Industries carried on directly or indi- 
rectly for the t'uited Slates govern- 
ment women and children should be | 
:)rotcc'iod from excessive hours of la- | 
jor, from night woik and from work' 
under insanitary conditions. The gov- i 
eminent should provide in its contracts ' 
that sill \\ork should be done under

work for women and children, as well 
as excessive overtime. For the District 
of Columbia a good factory law should 
be passed, and as a powerful indirect 
aid to such laws pro\t»ion should be 
made to turn the inhabited alleys, the 
existence of which is :i reproach to out- 
Capital City, into minor streets, where 
the inhabitants can live under condi- 
tions favorable to health and morals.

The most 
N ital problem with which 


this country ami for that matter the 
whole civilized world lias to deal is the 
problem which has for one side the 
betterment of social conditions, moral 
and physical, in large cities and for 
another side the effort to deal with 
that tangle of fan-caching questions 
which we group together when we 
speak of ''labor." The chief factor in 
the success of each man—wageworkcr, 
farmer and capitalist alike—must ever 
be the sum total of his own individual 
qualities and abilities. Second only to 
this comes the power of acting in com- 
bination or association with others. 
Very great good has been and will be 
accomplished by associations or un- 
ions of wageworkers when managed 
with forethought and when they com- 
bine insistence upon their own rights 
with law abiding respect for the rights 
of others. The display of these quali- 
ties in such bodies is a duty to the na- 
tion no less than to the associations 
themselves. Finally there must also in 
many cases be action by the govern- 
ment in order to safeguard the rights 
and interests of all. Under our consti- 
tution there is much more scope for 
such action by the state and the mu- 
nicipality than by the nation. Cut on 
points such as those touched on above 
the national government can act. 


When all is said and done, the rule of 


brotherhood remains ns the indispensa- 
ble prerequisite to success in the kind 
of national life for which we strive. 
Each man must work for himself, and 
unless he so works no outside help can 
avail him; but each man must remem- 
ber also that be is indeed his broth- 
er's keeper, and while no man who re- 
fuses to walk can be carried with ad- 
vantage to himself or any cue else, yet 
that each at times stumbles or halls, 
that each nt times needs to have the 
helping hand outstretched to him. To 
be permanently effective, aid must al- 
ways take the form of helping a man 
to help himself, and we can all best 
help ourselves by joining together hi 
the work that Is of common interest 
to all.

On Moral, Hygienic mid Kconomia 


Ground* Child Labor In Hurtful. 
lu the course of their tour of inspec- 


tion through industrial Chicago the 
representatives of the women's clubs 
are finding many things that are not 
pleasant to look at or to think about. 
Among these is child labor. No matter 
how familiar one may be with Mrs. 
Florence 
Kelly's 
strongly 
written 


pamphlet on "Our Toiling Children," 
the iirst glimpse one has at the spec- 
tacle these children actually present 
while they are toiling is always some- 
thing of a shock. 
The thing has to 


be seen in order to be understood. The 
long, low room, so gloomy as to need 
artificial illumination even at midday 
ami so charged with smoke and steam 
that the children show through the 
murkiness like goblins in a cave can- 
not be adequately described until mod- 
ern industrialism has its poet. 
Mean- 


while he who would know what it 
means must go and look at it. 


It has been frequently 
suggested, 


however, that the parents of the chil- 
dren who are working need their help. 
This argument was presented to the 
clubwomen iu several of the factories 
which thqtttiyisitod. If the family can- 
riot get alOTg without the money that 
the children earn, how can the state 
rightly interfere? 


In answer to this question it may be 


admitted that there are certain excep- 
tional cases where it is necessary for 
one reason or another that childii-n 
should do some kind of work even be- 
fore they .'ire fourteen. 
But this ad- 


mission does not invalidate the general 
principle that child labor is an evil 
from the standpoint of economics as 
well as from that of hygiene and mo- 
rality. 
It has been shown time and 


again that child labor really adds noth- 
ing to the wage earning power of the 
community. It may seem at iirst that 
the child's wagos are clear gain. Such 
is not the ease, however. The invari- 
able and inevitable result of child labor 
has beeu u decrease In tho wages of thtj 
father, continuing till the total sum 
earned by the family is no larger than 
it was bot'ure the children began to 
work. 
Tho standard of comfort re- 


mains at exactly tho same point, 
lu 


other words, child labor is in the nature 
of a temporary relief, which turns out 
to bo a permanent injury to all con- 
cerned. 


It is not only that wages aro not 


raised. If that wore tho whole effect 
of the system, things would be just as 
they wore before and tliero would be 
little cause for complaint. Rut, mean- 
while, the home has boon broken up. 
tho children's physical and menial de- 
velopment has boon stayed, and thu 
strength and intelligence of tho laborer 
of the future* have boon seriously Im- 
periled. It may be justly concluded, 
then, that tliu practice of putting chil- 
dren to work is absolutely defenseless 
except in certain extraordinary cases 
for which special provision could be 
made by a board appointed for that 
purpose. Tho o:u>e against child labor 
is as complete :is tho must cautious le- 
foriner could wish.

To say of a man so placed 
tUat prosperity will not make him hap- 
pier is nonsense, admitted nonsense, 
for If it Is true all our teaching about 
tho virtue of thrift aud the utility or 
saving is but feeble hypocrisy.
